The Russians announced their 


_fourth major winter offensive was

Nalchik area of the Caucasus. The 
third offensive rolled on in the 
middle Don area with Nazi killed 
and captured mounting to 92,000. 

United States troops had arriv- 
ed in Dakar and a special Army 
and Navy mission headed by Vice 
Admiral William Glassford was at 
work to determine how the city’s 
airports and harbor facilities and 
the French ships there could be 
best fitted into Allied plans.

The new action in the deep Cau- 
casus was the first important bat- 
tle since the Russians stopped a 
German attempt to push to the 
_ vital Georgian military highway 
through some of the world’s tallest 
| mountains. 

“Recently our troops in the area 
southeast of Nalchik went over to 
the offensive and advanced 18 to 
20 kilometers (12 to 14 miles),” 
the special announcement said. 

It announced the recapture of 
Alagir, 40 miles southeast of Nal- 
chik, Ardon, 25 miles nothwest of 
Ordzhonikidze. and three other 
large populated places. 

In the Don, the communique in- 
| dicated, the Russians are drivin 
'out the Germans faster than thet 

came in. 

The Red army gained from 13 
| to 16 miles, the communique said, 
for a total eight-day advance of 
' from 85 to 120 miles in the mid- 
dle Don. 

Towns Liberated. 

| The Russians announced the 
capture of 5,600 men, bringing the 
Don offensive total to 42,200 and 
said that on Wednesday the en- 
emy left more than 6,00C dead on 
the battlefield, raising to 50,000 
the enemy dead so far announced 
for that sector. 

In the Don area, the Russians 
further said they had occupied 

“several dozen populated places” 

and two large railway stations. 

The Red army thus was surging 

on across the land of the Don Cos- 
sacks toward Rostov and deeper 
into the Ukraine at an unbroken

Every soldier walking and riding 
down the street is received with 
friendly smiles, waves from both 
men and women and salutes from 
French soldiers and sailors. 

It is true that the American 
soldiers must brave the stares of 
a few residents who obviously are | 
restraining themselves, but they} 
have as yet encountered no no-| 
ticeable manifestation of an- 
tagonism. 

Arriving without fanfare, the 
soldiers immediately went to work 
with their new French Allies. 

The government-controlled 
newspapers at Dakar said: “The 
Americans have come just to work 
and have not very much time to 
waste in the city on sightseeing. 
The population of Dakar has not 
had time to manifest its sympa- 
thies.”

Mail Despite 
War Hazards 


10,000 Tons of Yule 
Letters Were Delivered 
Last Week. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(2)—~— 
Add the hazards of war to the 
mailman’s traditional difficulties 
of wind and rain and snow and 


sleet, and still the Christmas mail 
is getting through to America’s 
fighting forces from bleak Iceland 
to the jungles of Guadalcanal. 

The War Department reported 
that 10,000 tons of Christmas mail 
—three times that sent during the 
first World War to the soldiers 
in France in 1917 and 1918—was 
delivered during last week alone. 

In addition, more than 31,000,000 
individual letters and cards were 
dispatched during the first 15 
days of December, 40 per cent of 
which went by air. 

The War Department <said that 
every one who mailed Christmas 
packages prior to the November 1 
deadline set for overseas Christ- 
mas mailing could be assured that 
deliveries would be made by 
|Christmas Day “excepting, of 
‘course, those which were lost 
through ship sinkings caused by 
enemy action on the high seas.”

From the jungles of New Guinea, Colonel J. B. Fraser, of 


“December 5, 1942. 
“To the Folks at Home: 

“As the Christmas season ap- 
proaches our thoughts naturally) 
turn toward home and our loved 
ones in a very definite way. It js 
with this thought in mind that I 
write you this short message. 

“The.experiences of the officers 
and men of this organization have 
been many and varied since we 
pulled out of Camp Stewart one 
Sunday afternoon many months, 
ago, and a few days later sailed | 
for foreign service. Soon after 
landing in Australia we were 
ordered over here, where, since 
that time, we have had quite a 
bit of action.

“We considered it an honor to 
he the first American combat 
ground troops to be sent to the 
front in the South Pacific area.

Put on Grates 
And Peanuts 


Shelled, Salted Nuts and 
Peanut Butter Included 
in Order. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(/)— 
Fireplace grates, shelled and salt-_ 
ed peanuts, and peanut butter | 
were placed under temporary price | 
ceilings today by the Office of | 
Price Administration. | 

On shelled and salted peanuts, 
and peanut butter, effective De-| 
cember 29, prices at the processor, | 
wholesale and retail levels were 
fixed at not more than the highest 
price charged between December 
19-23. Later, a permanent order 
will be issued to take the place 
of this decree, which will last for 


60 days. 

Specific dollars and cents maxi- 
mum prices were set for fireplace 
grates, of which about 40,000 are 
being made under a special War 
Production Board order designed 
to relieve some of the fuel oil 
shortage in New England and the 
rest of the east. 

Depending on weight, ceiling re- 
tail prices were set at from $4.15 
to $7.00 for cast iron grates wéeigh- 
ing from 18 to 30 pounds. Cor- 
responding prices were set for 
wholesalers, jobbers and factories. 

On grates made of welded iron 
or steel scrap and weighing be- 
tween 26 and 30 pounds, the top 
retail price was put at $10. 

At these prices, the grates must 
carry warrants that they are fit 
for burning. coal or wood in a fire- 
place. Grates which do not carry 
such warranty can be sold for 15 
per cent less.

WARTIME CHRISTMAS WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—-It is a 


sad commentary on the level of 
civilization we have attained to ponder the thought that another 
Christmas, the day set aside to commemorate the Man of Peace, 
should still find the world engaged in the most devastating war of 
all history. 
Jesus, returning to Nazareth under such conditions, could hardly 
escape the conclusion that He had died in vain. 
The world has been bathed in countless 
blood-baths since that night, 1,946 years ago, 
when the Three Wise Men from the east‘ jour- 
neyed to Bethlehem on a mission which opened 
up new vistas of peace to mankind. But the 
world—or much of it—refused to accept the 
teachings of the simple Galilean, with the re- 
sult that civilization has been plagued with 
wars and repetitions of wars for these near 
2,000 years 
None has been more destructive or has in- 
volved so many peoples as the present con- 
flict. The toll of human lives, the waste of 
property, and the sum total of human misery 
promises to be the greatest in recorded time. 
All because the gangster leaders of a few 
outlaw nations were permitted to arm as a 
prelude to forcing their wills on their peace- 
loving neighbors. When we stop to think that 
all of the present useless expenditure of lives could have been 
avoided had we but followed the original tenets of the League of 
Nations concept, we are appalled at the world’s short-sightedness. 
Our feelings should be one of a man who, failing to take out an 
insurance policy, sees all of his property go up in flames. 


ONE BRIGHT SPOT The one bright spot on the horizon 


seems to be the common determination 
of leaders of the more enlightened nations that this shall not happen 
again. Even the isolationists of the past post-war era, whose con- 
victions were honestly arrived at, have now seen the error of their 
ways. They, too, are determined that the world shall never again 
have a like visitation in our day and time. 

Because of its peaceful implications, Christmas offers an ex- 
cellent time to consider the machinery by which we hope to achieve 
some degree of permanency in world peace after the final victory 
is won. 

If there is any lesson to be learned in the innumerable wars 
that have beset the world since time immemorial, it seems to be 
that nations, within themselves, cannot be relied upon to preserve 
the peace. The most peaceful people have been known to yield 
authority to warlike overlords, who then engage their neighbors 
in bloody conflict. Scientific achievements and the steady growth 
of progress have brought the nations of the world too close to- 
gether for wars to be segregated. 


POLICE ESSENTIAL It should be axiomatic that great na- 
tions like great cities have to be policed 
against lawless outbreaks if the peace is to be preserved. For 
centuries this has been one of the most fundamentally accepted 
practices of the great population centers of the world. No city, 
however civilized its population might be, has been able to survive 
without some semblance of organized police protection. 
The Boston police strike of a few short years ago showed us to

They had been having dinner while I was 
dressing and when I arrived they were fin- 

, ished. When I got out of that suit and had 
dressed, I was offered the choice of eating alone or of dining with 
the staff. 

I chose the staff. It was a riot. We had English plum pud- 
dings, with brandy burning over them; turkey, duck, vegetables, 
and to watch that crew have fun was fun.

I recall how he glared when the third 
engineer kissed her as the maid paused, just by chance, beneath 
the mistletoe.

‘Personal Patronage” 

Representative Ramspeck, of the Fifth 
Georgia and chairman of the House Civil Serv- 
ice Committee, has charged that too many 
responsible jobs in the war organization at 
Washington have been filled more upon the 
basis of personal friendship than upon suitabil- 
ity for the task to be done. 

“Personal patronage” is what the Georgian 
calls this habit, explaining that it means “when 
a man is in he gets his friends in—his cronies, 
college friends or business associates.” 

It is perhaps natural when an official in 
executive position is looking for someone to 
fill a responsible post, he first seeks among 
those men of whom he has personal knowledge 
as to their qualifications and abilities. Such a 
practice may even result in bringing good men 
to government service, who would not other- 
wise be reached. 

However, the practice of “personal patron- 
age” if carried to extreme can work serious 
injury to the war effort. Representative Ram- 
speck should be given every opportunity to 
prove his charges and, if the practice of which 
he speaks is extensive enough to hinder or mar 
the war program, means should be found to 
quickly stamp it out. 

The only measuring rod applied to anyone 
to be employed in the war program, from high- 
est executive to lowliest worker, should be that 
of ability to do the job required. So long as 
friendship does not interfere with this judg- 
ment, its evidences can arouse no proper criti- 
cism. It is when friendship rejects ability and 
turns to mediocrity, that it becomes a menace.

A Fighter Doesn't Win If Reluc- 
tant to Use the Necessary Tools 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Mr. Roosevelt is a fighier. He fights to win, in cold and cal- 
culating hatred, and he doesn’t care a farthing what enemies think 
of his methods so long as they work. He will never give the Jars 
an advantage in the name of fair play. 

It is necessary to keep these things in mind in order to under- 
stand how Labor, spelled with a capital, became the great and 
privileged power it is. 

When Roosevelt took up the fight of poor men against the rich, 
he had to have some recognized spokesman or authority to co- 
operate with. He couldn’t deal with individual workers. 

Only a fraction of the nation’s workers were in unions, but they 
were the only ones who had any organization, and therefore the 
only ones who could be used as effective allies. 

Roosevelt knew, as all informed people did, that the unions 
could not gain control of workers and thus dominate industry and 
employers, unless they were given new powers. 

The chief obstacle to union control was human nature. The 
majority of workers wished to remain free individuals: they were 
not “joiners” and disliked the idea of paying dues. Others, having 
joined, would grow tired of paying dues, and the unions couldn't 
force them to pay. 

Roosevelt, the New Dealers and the new supreme court solved 
the problem by making new laws that declared, in effect: “All 
workers should belong to unions. Those who do not will lose the 
right of free men. As union men they may ignore the laws that 
others must obey. They may use intimidation and force to make 
others join them. Employers must not exercise their right of free 
speech or attempt to influence their employes in any way. They 
must not only recognize the union, but hold out of each worker's 
wages enough money to pay his union dues, and refuse to employ 
him if he quits the union.” 

That did it. Where the unions were established, no man could 
work unless he gave part of his wages to a union, and Labor bosses, 
having control of the unions and their enormous funds, were the new 
ruling class—stronger than industry and stronger than the gov- 
ernment. | 

The object of all this was to conquer greedy and inhumane 
employers who paid their workers too little, worked them too long, 
and kept them in virtual bondage, but the innocent must suffer 
with the guilty. 

Mr. Roosevelt won his fight by doing what was necessary to 
make the unions all-powerful,

Williams of the Boston Red Sox 
was the leader, without a close 
‘rival, in batting in runs and re 
ceiving bases on balls during the 
1942 American League season, of- 
ficial statistics showed today. Thus 
Ted had these honors to add to his 
batting average of .356 and his 
high totals of 141 runs scored and 
36 home runs. 

The nearest anyone came to 
catching Williams’ total of 137 
runs batted in was Joe Di Maggio, 
of New York, who had 114. Other 
high R. B. I. men were Charlie 
Keller, of New York, who had 108; 
Joe Gordon, of New York, 103, 
.and Bobby Doerr, of Boston, 102. 

Di Maggio was the top man last 
year with 125 and Williams was 
fourth with 120 behind Cleveland 
Jeff Heath’s 123 and Keller’s 122.

Retired Pastor Was Visit- 
ing Daughter, Son 
in Atlanta. 


Dr. Zadok Paris, retired Meth- 
odist. minister, who served many 
pastorates in North Carolina, died 
here yesterday at a private hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Paris was the father of 
Ralph Paris, Atlanta businessman, 
and Mrs. Robert H. Scott, wife of 
a well-known Atlanta advertising 
executive. 

For many years Dr. Paris and 
his wife have spent the Christmas 
holidays in Atlanta with their 
children and grandchildren, and 
was on one of these annual visits 
at the time of his death.

|2,000 years, has been professed by | 


the men of the west. He whose 
‘birthday we celebrate with tinsel- 
led trees and an exchange of gifts 
preached the unity of all mankind 
in God—a concept absolutely ir- 
reconcilable with nationalism. He 
taught a moral law above all na- 
tions and all men, a law governing 
the behavior of men amongst 
themselves both as individuals and 
as groups. 

The church he founded was a 
human society. The Lord's Prayer 
‘is a prayer for this earth. The 
Christian life, as He taught and 
practised it, is concerned with the 
relations between man and God, 
man and man, and man and men. 
Its mundane priciples are co-opera- 
‘tive, benevolent, mutual, and all- 
‘inclusive. 
'with the principle of profit as the 
‘exclusive generating motive in 


‘economic life. They are incompat- | 


\ible with the concept of class war 
‘as the instrument of a better so- 
‘ciety. They reach complete per- 
sonal responsibility and_ self-ac- 
counting, together with social re- 
sponsibility, the accounting of each 
for the whole. 
Christian Ideal. 


Hundreds of millions of people 
throughout western civilization 
and throughout the world declare 
themselves to be Christians. The 
Christian faith commands an im- 
posing priesthood and pastorate, 
and vast institutions for worship 
and for charity. Yet the Christian 
idea is estranged from the charac- 
teristic and directing institutions 
of our civilization. It does not gov- 
ern in the field of economics, or 
international relations, or educa- 
tion. These are secular and mun- 
dane. Thus, the Kingdom that we 
pray may come on earth is eternal- 
ly postponed to the skies, and the 
soul is separated from the body, to 
be redeemed after death. 

It is surely of the most profound 
significance to the crisis of Chris- 
tianity that in our own generation 
the governments of two great 
“Christian” nations have seceded 
from Christianity: The German 
and the Russian. Russia is official- 
ly an atheist nation. Germany is 
attempting something more subtle: 
the perversion of the church to the 
aims of the secular power. The 
church feebly survives in Russia 
as an outlaw. In Germany the 
swastika is hung above the altar 
and a cynical attempt is made to 
co-ordinate the swastika with the 
Cross. 


Reaction of Church. 


The reactic: of the Christian 
church in the world to both phe- 
nomena is as revealing as the phe- 
nomena themselves. Organized 
Christianity regarded both with 
dismay, but counselled no impos- 
ing outside intervention, through 
the nations where it was still pow- 
erful, in the case of Germany, 
though the Catholic church sup- 
ported world-wide political action 
against Communism. 

Yet the basic aims of Commu- 
nism, to achieve an economically 
egalitarian and just society, are 
more compatible with the Chris- 
tian idea than are the aims of 
Naziism, as is the universalism of 
Communism more compatible than 
the total nationalism of the Hitler 
concept. The Communist move- 
ment is full of frustrated Chris- 
tians as well as frustrated Jews, 
who have failed in harmonizing 
their religious ideals with the 
realities of human society. Com- 
munism has a universal ethos, 
even though it teaches the domi- 
nance of the materialistic—as does, 
in practice, capitalism. Naziism 
denies the very idea of a universal
